debate in the senate reached its cli- 
max. Two great speeches, one in favor 
o£ the pending senate substitute meas- 
ure, and the olier in opposition to it, 
were delivered, and both were listened 
to by senators: "wltb. close attention. 
The ilrst was delivered by Mr. Allison 
(la.), the ranking member o£ the 
.finance committee. He had been an at- 
tentive listener to. the speeches deliv- 
ered oa the other side o? t!ia chamber, 
and in the course of his argument ho 
presented his answers to the points 
raised against ths.psudiag senate bill. 
Mr. Jones (Nev.) .declared that the bill 
was vicious and unwarranted, confer- 
ring too great power upon .nationa: 
banks, and fastening tte country to a 
gold currency. Hs discussed the ques- 
tion from a historical and philosophic 
view point. The senate -will begin the 
consideration of the bill and amend- 
ments under tho 10-minuts rule.

Reconsidered "-In House. 


Columbus, Q., I'eb. 14.—When the 


house adjourned the last doubt was 
removed as to whether or not the sen- 
ete would be compelled to shoulder tho 
Clark local option bill, for the house 
adjourned without reconsidering the 
vote by which Mr. Clark's bill passed 
the house last Wednesday. 


Mr. Clark was so happy that ha al- 


most shook hands with himself, for 
the' three days for consideration had 
been, tided'over without this flaak 
movement being made. 


Representative Gear dropped a hot 


one into the hopper. It provides that 
•where any board of underwriters or 
agents o£ insurance companies com- 
bine to fix the rates of premiums, the 
same shall be considered a trust, and 
the prosecuting attorney of the coun- 
ty or the attorney general shall com- 
mence proceedings to oust the com- 
panies represented by such agents

^Chicago, Feb. 14.—After a heated de- 


bate the resolutions committee of the 
anti-trust conference decided to report 
in favor of government ciraership of 
railroads and for tueir seizure oa pay- 
ment of. actual value and without pay- 
meat for "watered stock or other fic- 
titious values." 


There was a. sharp discussion in the 


committee, and several tilts between 
members, brought on by an effort to 
make the platform read as it had bean 
drawn up, that tho- government should 
seize the railroads on payment of 
actual value "aad without payment for 
franchise values." Unanimous action 
was finally obtained by cutting out the 
words, "franchise 
values," iaserting 


the phrase, "watered stock 
or other 


fictitious values." The committee also 
unanimously favored direct popular 
legislation as a means of obtaining the 
result. 


The discussion 
in the committee 


room far outranked the deliberations 
of the main body of the conference. 
Ignatius Donnelly, John P. Aitgeld, A. 
ir. McQuirk of Iowa and George Fred 
Williams urged the committee to strike 
from the resolutions proposed a state- 
ment that any payment for railroads 
should 
be 
exclusive of 
franchise 


value. 


"This is a long fight," said Mr. Alt- 


geld, "and it will be .years before we 
come to the actual discussion of the 
proposition on which we are to base 
payment. Let us not encumber the dis- 
cussion with it now." 


"If we had encumbered the proposi- 


tion to frse the slaves with a state- 
ment of what we would do with them 
we would never have freed them," said 
Mr. Donnelly. 


Henry George, Jr., however, took tho 


other side of the question. "Ws are 
going before the people," he said. "Let 
us go with the whole, plain truth, end 
let them judge o! it." 


Jerry Simpson also favored

view, declaring that he had had years 
of experience with this question 
in 


Kansas. His declaration brought a 
warm tiff with Representative Mc-

REASON FOR BOER WAR. 


Conditions Under Which 
For- 


eigners Become Citizens. 


LIGHT OH OATH OF ALLE&IAUOE. 


Efforts ot Sir Alfred Milner to 


Pemwde Kruser at the Bloemfon- 
teltt. Conference to Mltlgute TUc»e 
Condition— War Followed failure 
of Till* Conference. 
Since the war between England and 


the Boers began there has been consid- 
erable discussion as to the form of 
oath which the South African Republic 
exacted from all persons desiring to 
become full citizens of that country. 
In the United States, as is well known, 
tie candidate for citizenship when an- 
nouncing his Intention of becoming 
naturalized is not required to take an 
oath of allegiance to the United States 
upon taking but his first papers, and 
he remains until the (Jay of his nat- 
uralization a subject of the country 
from which he comes. Not having been 
required to forswear his allegiance to 
that country, he is under Its protection 
•until he Is officially declared a. citizen 
of the TTnited States, with full citizen- 
ship papers, for not until these papers 
are given to him does he forswear al- 
legiance to the country of his birth. 
A, great many advocates of the Boers 
have contended since the trouble In 
South Africa became acute that in the 
matter of the oath exacted by the

Trnngvaal goverament the conciitlons 
'aje iiot different from those iu tbu 
United States and that the grievances 
of the uitlandors or foreign boru iiop- 
ulation arcsc •wholly from the fact that 
in order to become naturalized they 
were rcqui.'ud to h.ive what seemed to 
tbern too loag a residence iu the coun- 
try. In tin- negotiations preceding the 
\rn.r, only extracts of which have boon 
published here, the oatli was mention- 
ed as one of the chief grievances, says 
tue New York Sun. Assertions have 
been made by persons conversant with 
tlie trouble that the Transvaal made a 
man forswear nlle^ianre to l;j§ coun- 
try and then t'efjulrod him to live con- 
tinuously In tbe Transvaal for 12 years 
before according him the right of citi- 
zenship, his status lieiug virtually that 
of "tilt; niau without a country." This 
assertion lias brougUt forth denials 
from many quarters, but it would seem 
that those who made thorn had not 
carefully studied the text of the nego- 
tiations. 
! The Transvaal {.'overurnont, it ap- 
pears from the report of the conference 
between Sir Alfred Milner and Presi- 
dent Kruger :it Bloemfontein last May, 
has since 1S8- required that all persons 
at the time of announcing their Inten- 
tion and desire of becoming- full citi- 
zens, ivith all the franchise rights of 
the burghers, should take nn oath for- 
swearing: allegiance to all other coun- 
tries, and particularly to the country 
from which toey came. By the pecul- 
iar law of the Transvaal, which, the 
bursters contend, was made for its 
protection against foreign invasion, a 
person desirous of eventually obtain- 


i tag the franchise must, upon Ills arri- 
val in the country, register his intcn- 
! tion arid at the same time take the oath 
, by which he .forfeited his citizenship 
[elsewhere. At the expiration of two 
years after taking this oath tha right 
•was given to him of voting for mem- 
bers of the rand, or lower legislative 
body, provided he continued to register 
his intention each year in the manner 
that he did at first Four years after 
the first registration he receives the 
right to hold a seat in the lower bouse 
Sf elected by the residents of his dis- 
trict, but under the laws in force at the 
time of the conference at Bloemfontein 
It was not until ten years from this 
time or 14 years after his first regis- 
tration that lie received the Cull fran- 
chise possessed by ttor uurguers cr the 
right to vote for members of the volks- 
jraadr or upper house, or to hold a seat 
In It or to vote for president. As tlie 
volksraad possessed the power to veto 
any law passed by the lower house. It 
waa thus in supreme control of legis- 
lation. At the Bloemfontein confer- 
ence, which failed of any agreement; 
Sir Alfred Manor's proposals as given 
in his dispatch to Mr. Chamberlain 
printed in the London Times of June 
10 vrere: (1) The full franchise after 
fire years' residence, (2) to one wbo 
had declared his intention to reside 
permanently in the Transvaal (3) and 
•who had taken an oath to obey the 
laws, undertake all obligations of citi- 
zenship and to defend the Independ- 
ents of the Transvaal. 


President Kruger's conciliatory pro- 


posal as ijlven In Sir Alfred MHner's 
dispatch was that a newcomer should 
obtain naturalization, but not the full 
franchise, after two years provided he 
bad registered his Intention 14 days 
after his arrival and had complied with 
these terms: (1) Had Riven Ms tnonths' 
notice of Intention, (2) had registered 
for -ITTO years ^ontintnlly. (3) Mad re- 
sided iu the i epubllc during that pert* 


«>d, {4} had indergose no aisnouorlng 
sentence, (31 had given proof of obedi- 
ence to the laws, (Cj had given pi oof 
ot full . tiue citizenship, (~) was in pos,- 
besston of a xrtalu amount of proper- 
ty and (S) had taken an oath similar 
to that enae'ed in the Change Free 
State. After becoming naturalized up- 
on compliance with these terms, ac- 
cording to President Kruger's propos- 
al, a person would receive the lull 
franchise five years from the date of 
his naturalization, provided he had 
registered every year and had con- 
tinued to comply with the terms above 
mentioned. The oath mentioned as 
lecjuired In the Free State of persons 
Intending to become naturalized was 
simply one of fidelity, but it can,~be 
seen from these terms that upon be- 
coming naturalized after two years 
and six mouths' residence a person 
would be compelled to forswear alle- 
giance to his former country, and yet 
in return ae would not receive the full 
franchise, but must wait five years 
more. It would thus' be nine years be- 
fore he possessed any control of legis- 
lation.

Sir Alfred Milner said of this to Mr. 


Chamberlain in his dispatch regarding 
his conference, "Under this plan a ma- 
jority would not naturalize because 
the scheme retained the unfortunate 
principle by which a man must aban- 
don his old citizenship for a number 
of years before getting full burgher 
rights, my view being that, however 
long a period of residence was fixed 
before a man became a burgher, he 
should be admitted once for ail to full 
rights on taking the oath of alle- 
giance." 


Further light is thrown on the ques- 


tion of the oath In the verbatim report 
of the Bloemfontein conference as giv- 
en in the green book of tlie Transvaal 
government. This was printed in full 
iu the London Times later. Sir Alfred 
Milner, the British high commissioner, 
said to President Kruger that under 
the laws of the Transvaal then in force 
it to^k 14 years, or, as Kruger propos- 
ed. nine years, to get the full franchise. 
"British subjects," he said to Kruger, 
"hare to take an oath whereby they 
lose their citizenship, and then they 
would have to wait still 12 years, or, 
according to the new plan, seven years, 
before becoming full burghers." 


President 
Kruger iu reply said: 


"These people arc themselves the cause 
of this. 
Iu 1870 the law said a resi- 


dence of one year got the full fran- 
chise. In 1SS1, however, after the war 
of independence, some officials and 
some members of tlie raacl said they 
were still residents of Great Britain. 
and as a consequence the Transvaal 
had to pay Indemnity to Great Brit- 
ain for money taken from the people 
to defend the state, notwithstanding 
that they had sworn fidelity to our na- 
tion and had taken an oatli of office to 
obey the laws and keep in view the 
indep8iidcnce_of the Transvaal, and yet 
this oath helped us nothing, and they 
were still British subjects." 


Miiner contended in reply that an- 


nexation had Intervened and that the 
British, alleged that during annexation 
they were British subjects. "But they 


i naa trsvorn fidelity," sal'? Kruger, "and 
! as burghers had to assist us If they 
i did not fight. Thereupon our burghers 


said that tlie newcomers must' there- 
after forswear previous allegiance." 
Milner said he considered it super- 
fluous to demand more than an oath of 
allegiance and a willingness to obey 
the "laws am! to defend the independ- 
ence, as it was certain that the taking 
of this outh would rob persons of exist- 
ing citizenship. "It ought to be," he 
says, "a simple oath of fidelity taken 
at the time a man got the full fran- 
chise." 


Later on in the conference President 


Kruger said this in regard to the status 
of persons who had forsworn their alle- 
giance to other countries: "I maintain 
that on taking the oath of naturalisa- 
tion and so becoming entitled to elect 
members to the second raad they be- 
come lawful burghers and that they 
| at that moment may receive more than 
j they did in their own country, for they 
j could In such a short time in no other 
j eounlry elect magistrates or minis- 
; tors." In another pUice in reply tn a 
question from Milner Kruger said that 
{he bad the power to commandeer or 
| call out for military service persons 
who liad taken this oath, although, as 
has been shown, they did not possess 
the full franchise la having the right 
to vote for president or metnb&rs of 


j the volksraad, but were simply walt- 
! ing in some cases for naturalization. 
| This power. President Krugcr added, 
j he had not taken advantage of in many 
cases. 


Sir Alfred Milner wrote regarding 


the confere&ec-, "Even accepting the 
full view. of President Kruger as to 
what 
constitutes bursbership, yet 


when there are both full burghers and 
half burghers the latter must be call- 
ed an inferior class, and- to that class 
men without citizenship under some 
circumstances may indefinitely be con- 
fined." 


The conference was 
fruitless of 


agreement, and four months later both 
sides plunged Into war to settle the 
dispute.

from Colonel Baden-Powell express 
that gnllant officer's conviction that 
the Boers will have to be beaten as 
much by strategy and wariness as by 
bravery and hard fighting. He seems 
especially to lay emphasis on the im- 
portance of encountering them with 
the unexpected and nmisual and on the 
necessity of receiving with great cau- 
tion any abnormal politeness or gener- 
osity on the part of the enemy.— Lon- 
don, News.

Professor Chessin Tells What 


His Country Is After. 


OZAB'S POLICY 01 EXPANSION. 


Ferula, Central Ailan Territory and 


CouKtaatinople Are Souclit For by 
tie Ilti«sian Umpire—Partition at 
Cliina Soi Desired—A Contradiction 
u to Anglo-AfKlisn Froutler. 
Alexander S. Chessin, late of the Im- 


perial university of St. Petersburg and 
of Johns Hopkins university, lectured 
recently in New York on ''A. Glance In- 
to the History of the Kussian Empire." 
A large audience -which listened rather 
perfunctorily while Professor • Chessin 
talked of Byzantine and Tartar influ- 
ences ami the rise of the Muscovite 
state became more alert when be be- 
gan to speak of the expansion arid 
progress of modern Russia in the east 
and her relations there with rival pow- 
ers, says the New Tork Commercial 
Advertiser. That expansion he defin- 
ed by saying that the . half million 
square miles of Russian territory ia 
the middle of the fifteenth century was 
increased threefold ia the reign of 
Ivan the Terrible by the acquisition 
of Siberia, grew .to 6,000,000 square 
miles In, the time of Peter the Great 
and has continued steadily to Increase 
until today the empire embraces near- 
ly two-tlsirds of Europe and considera- 
bly more than one-third of Asia, a to- 
tal area of 8,750.000 square miles. This 
rapid growth, except in rare eases, 
Professor Chessin said, had been emi- 
nently pacISe, and the vanquished had 
nearly always come to recognize the 
advantages of Russian rule. 


"In the far east," he continued, "Chi- 


na is most directly affected by the ex- 
pansion of the Russian empire. Rus- 
sian annexation of Chinese territory 
has ever been favorable to the Chi- 
nese, opening new channels for their 


(trade. 
Uussia, however, more thar. 


j any other power, is intent on preserv- 


ing the unity of the Chinese empire. 
It has 110 interest in acquiring a land 
thickly peopled with an alien race. Its 
traditional policy has been to acquire 
thinly peopled lands. 
You may be 


very sure that Russia will have no 
hand in a dismemberment of the Chi- 
nese empire." 


Russia's policy in Korea after the as- 


sassination of the Korean queen and 
the flight of the king to the Russian 
legation for protection made an ene- 
my of Japan, but the occupation o£ 
Port Arthur to protect the terminals of 
the Siberian railway had diverted Rus- 
sia's attention from Korea, so that for 
the present at least he could see no 
likelihood of a conflict with Japan. 


With Great Britain Professor Ches- 


sin said there was less danger of con- 


1 flict on the Pacific than In central Asia, 


I and Persia, On the coast Great Brit- 


i aiu's maritime supremacy could only 
be benefited, he said, by the Siberian 
railway. In central Asia, however, 
the Interests of Russia and Great Brit- 
ain were more antagonistic. 


"On the part of England," he assert- 


ed, "this antagonism is founded on the 
preposterous idea that Russia has de- 
signs upon the Indian einpire. No Rus- 
sian general or statesman is foolish 
enough to dream of the conquest of In- 
dia. 
Russia has two objects in central 


Asia. One is the realization of the Rtts- 
Hian dream to possess Constantinople, 
which the czars have ever considered 
their legitimate inheritance from By- 


j zantiurn. The other obieet is to break 
through central Asia to the open sea," 


j This latter object, Professor Chessin 
'pointed out, could be more easily ac- 
j coniplished than by the conquest of 
India. Russia had obtained complete 
strategctical supremacy on the Persian 
frontier, had won the confidence of the 
poopli- bv' drlj'vuring them from the 
demoralization and incapacity of Per- 
sian rule and owns today all the rail- 
way concessions of Persia, assuring an 
easy access to the seaboard on the Per- 
sian gulf. 
There -was. therefore, no 


reason for Russian encroachment on 
the Anglo-Afghan frontier, though he 


] had asserted significantly but a few 
moments before: 


"The days of the presest ruler of 


.Afghanistan are numbered. 
Before 


| long the country will be In a turmoil 
j over, the rival claimants for the throne. 
, Russia will be called upon to:partici- 
1 pate In the settlement of those dis- 
' turban ees, and if Great JBritain is 
handicapped as at present by her war 
, in South Africa she will be unable to 
prevent the Russian occupancy of Ka- 
bul and Herat" 


"Great Britain," Professor Chessin 


asserted,"littachestoomuch importance 
to the maritime projects of the czar. 
The Idea that Russia cofild ever chal- 
! Icnge Great Britain's supremacy on 
' the sea is visionary- England's for-: 
midable navy, however, in a war with 
Russia could accomplish nothing, for 
Russia is a continental, not a maritime, 
power." 


In-Asia. Professor Chessin said, Rus- 


sia's attitude had always been the con- 
verse of Great Britain's high and 
mighty policy, the fruits of which 
England was now reaping in South 
Africa through the greed and misman- 
agement of Downing street. The Rus- 
sian, lie assorted. VFJIS of a more fra- 
ternal character than that of the Brit- 
on, guiltless of the tatter's -air of su- 
periority nnd win n^ness to enter Into 
commercial relations 
with 
inferior 


races. 


"Despite its autocratic government," 


Professor Chessin concluded, "the Rws- 
sinus are an intensely democratic na- 
tion, and In this seeming paradox Is 
the secret of their micees* and of their 
admiration for the people of the United 
States."

of New Jersey, has a capital of $110, 
060,000, of which $10,000,000 is pre- 
ferred stock. This buge capitalization 
started with abouS $10,000^000, and 
has risen to its present total by the ab- 
sorption of minor companies and the 
usual scrip dividends. 


There have been over 150 of these 


companies taken In since 1874, when 
the original trust was formed. 


In 1890 the trust began Its liquida- 


tion programme to satisfy the laws of 
Ohio, and this was kept up until 1899, 
when the Standard Oil company of 
Xew Jersey, took over all the liquida- 
tion certificates and the present block 
of stock was issued. 


It was not until 1895 that the divi- 


dends bore above 12 per cent, which 
had been a fixed rate for about 20 
years. In 1896 the stockholders got 31 
percent. In 1897'the dividends were 
33 per cent. In 1898 these disburse- 
ments were 30 per cent, in 1899, 33 
percent. 


' The prices of the commoa stock rose 
with the disgorging of dividends.

the panic of 1896 it sold as low as 176. 
It went in leaps and botmds^up to 350, 
where It stood for soine time, and suf- 
fered a relapse from 390 to 260 on 
scares sent ont during an ; accumula- 
tion of stock by Insiders.

Fain in a nerve* may be dug to many > 


causes, such as inflammation of the 
nerve itself or ot the parts around it, 
pressure by a tumor or swelling some- 
where along the course of the nerve, 
disease at the point o£ origin ot the • 
nerve in the brain or spinal cord, and 
the like. When no cause can be dis- 
covered for the pain it is called neu- 
ralgia; but the term is becoming more 
and more restricted in its application 
as medical science advances and new- 
means of detecting disease in formerly 
inaccessible parts of the body are de- 
vised. The pain is intermittent in 
character- that is to say, attacks of 
pain alternate with pain-free periods. 
The duration of the attacks, aa well 
as of the intervals 
between them, 


varies from a few hours to days or 
even weeks. 
Children do not,, as a 


rule, suffer from neuralgia in any part 
of the body; they may have headaches, 
it is true, but these are usually due to 
eye-strain or to some;distinct nervous 
trouble. The pain of neuralgia Is usual- 
ly very acute and cutting, and is con- 
stantly varying in intensity, now dying 
down for a time, so. as to be scarcely 
noticeable, and again becoming almost 
unendurable, stabbing the poor'sufferer 
with ferocious malignity. The charac- 
ter of the pain serves to distinguish 
neuralgia 
from 
so-called 
muscular 


rheumatism, the pain of which is a 
steady dull ache rather than a sharp, 
boring and paroxysmal agony. There 
!s a curious form o£ neuralgia which 
is called "reminiscent," It occurs ia 
persons, usually d£ a nervous type, 
who have suffered from nerve-pain due 
to inflammation, 
the pressure of a 


tumor, or some other removable cause; 
and in whom the pain persists after 
the cause has been 
removed. The 


nerve scams to have acquired a habit 
of hurting, which continues independ- 
ently of the original cause. The treat- 
ment of neuralgia is often most 
Hffl- 


cult and unsatisfactory, for if the cause 
cannot be determined 
the physician 


most work at random. The first step 
must be to relieve the pain during an 
attack, which is often possible only 
by means of powerful anodynes. A 
neuralgia sufferer is usually below par 
physically, and, therefore, tonics, nour- 
ishing food and a change of air, when 
possible, almost always do 
good.—

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NEW WAY TO PRESERVE CIDER 


Knbnltrate at Blamoili nnd Citric Acid 


Will Keep It Sweet and Clear. 
\ 


This year's large 
apple crop has' 


made elder abundant and cheap, and by 
reason of processes discovered in re- 


• cent years cider made early it; the fall 
: when apples are cheapest remains pal- 
; atable all winter. With this improye- 
; ment in the method of preserving cidei 
; has come a change of theory as to tho 
i wholesomeness of the beverage. Twen- 


ty years ago cider was denounced as 
a dangerous drink; now it is recom- 
mended especially to persons suffering 
from some stomach disorders, and to 
those of a rheumatic or gouty ten- 
dency. The French have made a med- 
ical study of cider, doubtless partly be- 
cause it takes the 
place of wine in 


parts of France, and the result of such 
study has led the French experts to 
the conclusion that the presence of 
malic acid and of tannin in cider makes 
it of great hygienic value. Some dys- 
peptics cannot drink it, .but in sorau 
forms of intestinal trouble it is help- 
ful. 
It is recommended especially to 


gouty persons. 
To 
be wholesome, 


however, cider must be In good condi- 
tion, and especially it must not be too 
hard. 
The old method of putting up 


elder in a strong and securely corked 
bottle, along with three or four raisins 
and a tablespoonful of sugar to a pint 
is still practiced in this country, and 
the result is a delightful beverage with 
all the effervescence of champagne; but 
this method of preserving cider is ex- 
pensive and troublesome. 
The French 


have discovered a cheaper method, and 
that is to place in cider that is to be 
preserved 
from 
hardening a small 


quantity of the subnitrate of bismuth. 
It Is found that a partly consumed bar- 


; rel of rapidly hardening cider may thus 


be preserved for many months. 
The- 


hardening process is not altogether ar-r 
rested, but in goes on very slowly. Tho 
French have also discovered a method 
Of preserving the bright transparency 
of cider. Most cider -when exposed to 
the light becomes clouded and brown. 
This change is due to the chemical ac- 
tion of tannin and..sometimes of iron 
contained iii the tlaer. Save in appear- 
ance the beverage is none the worse 


1 for the change, and indeed a cider that 
J (julckiy turns brown ia regarded as 


especially wholesome for some persons 
because of its being rich in tannin. To 
preserve the clear beauty of color, how- 
ever, the French use citric-' acid in 
^quantities varying with 
the natural 


acidity of the eider, aisually about GO 
grains to the gallon. 
With citric acid 


and subnitrate '• of: bismuth cider may 
thus be kept indefinitely not only fine 
5n color but almost at a uaJtorni con» 
dition of .fermentation.

Hinduism 
a 
Multiplicity 
of 
Sect* -"- 


Ncltlicr a Philosophy Nor a Worship. 
Hinduism is net a single religion, 


but a huge encyclopedia of distinct and 
independent worship; it is not a unity 
either of thought or custom, but an im- 
mense multiplicity of sects and their 
observances. It may be described as 
the amalgam of all the religious ideas 
and usages of all the Indian peoples 
through all their past, says the Con- 
temporary Review. To no two classes 
in no two places is it exactly the same 
thing. Its one permanent and distinc- 
tive feature is its social order; where 
caste is Hinduism is, where caste is 
not, Hinduism will not condescend to 
be. Grant this fundamental institution 
and it will be tolerant beyond the wild- 
est Occidental dream of toleration. 
It 


spreads not by the conversion of in- 
dividuals, but of tribes or peoples. Its 
unit is not the person, but the family; 
for the individual it has no place; with 
him it can do nothing and for him it 
does not care, but the family, or the 
aggregation of families, -which we term 
caste, is to it all in all. It is more 
by his fulfillment of his domestic du- 
ties, his fidelity in his paternal func- 
tions and obligations, than by his rit- 
ual conformity, that a man's orthodoxy 
is .judged. Hinduism is neither a phi- 
losophy, nor a particular worship, nor 
a belief, nor any specific theology, but 
simply caste. Of course, caste may car-'- 
ry with It most of these other things, 
but not In any uniform or authorita- 
tive shape. There are various philos- 
ophies, but they are concerns of the 
school; there are many worships, but 
they are affairs of the temple or the 
shrine; there are an infinity .of beliefs, 
but they are conditioned by time and 
place; there are a muHitude of tha olo- 
gies, but they belong to the sect. The 
one tiling inviolable and universal is 
caste. It fixes the lines within which 
a man must walk, the customs he must 
observe, the social laws he must obey, 
the means by which he must earn his 
living. It is at oace ubiquitous anfi 
invincible; has lived amid the wars 
and divisions of states, keeping the 
people one while the kingdoms were a 
multitude: it has continued and spread 
in the face of linguistic and racial dif- 
ferences, and has thriven by means ot 
the agitations, and controversies that: 
have in Europe created heresies and 
schisms. But the oae thing caste will 
not allow to be touched is the fansily; 
its omnipotence lies in its power to 
isolate the individual and to reduce 
him to a condition of more absolute 
helplessness than could ever be expe- 
rienced by any solitary in any solitude 
—the helplessness of living in a team- 
ing world which has no place for him, 
and where he is known of no man. This 
Is a power which may grow, but which 
coalcl not be made; which the conver- 
sion oJ individuals may do more to 
confirm and define than to change, and 
which can be dissolved only by a 
process" as gradual and" as inexorable 
as the process which formed'it 


RIJRR POUND THE ASSASSIN. 


Famous lawyer Once Cleared Hl« CH- 


ent of Murder. 


"I was particularly interested," said 


an old 'Washington lawyer the other 
day, .speaking of the Manhattan well 
crime, ''in the paragraph that describ- 
ed Aaron Burr's draiaatic act in hold- 
ing a pair of lighted candles in the 
face of a spectator in the courtroom 
and shouting, 'Gentlemen, here is the 
real murderer.' I do not question this, 
bat I remember that Jere Clemens, 
once a famous United States senator 
from Alabama, told of a trial In which 
Burr appeared for the defense of a 
man charged with murder. My recol- 
lection is that the trial was in the 
.sputhwest When Burr addressed the 
jury It was night 
The guilty man 


was in the room. He had been the 
principal witness for tne prosecution. 
but Burr had learned tnat this witness 
was the assassin, and in closing his 
address for his client he picked up two : 
lighted candles from the table and 
holding them in the face, of the wit- 
ness referred to, he exclaimed: *Gen- 
tlernen of the jury,, there is nature s 
verdict. Now write yours.' At that 
.moment the witness fled from tae 
room. After Clemens told this story 
he wrote an historical novel called 
'The Rivals; or, The Times of Hamil- 
ton and Burr.' In that book fee wove 
the incident into one of the chapters. 
The book is out of print aim has been 
for many years. But it had a grear 
sale, particularly in the south, before 
the civil war, for Clemens was a typi- 
cal southern orator, and a man o* 
wonderful personal magnetism. 
The 


object of the novel was to make Burr 
a hero, and to besmirch Hamilton'^ 
character. In one chapter where Burr 
was high in the esteem of Washington, 
the latter is represented as reading a 
letter from Hamilton in which Hamil- 
ton detailed some scandalous gossip 
about Burr. Burr was standing behind 
Washington during the reading of the 
letter. Washington incensed at tne 
contents of the letter, turned quickly 
and saw Burr, to whom he said: 'How 
dare you read my letter over 
my 


shoulder?' Burr, as Clemens repre- 
sents, stung to the quick, drew him- 
self up and replied with all the haut- 
eur of his nature: *WheB your majes- 
ty addresses such an Inquiry to me in 
tae manner you have, the only reply 
deceny can prompt is, Aaron Bun- 
dares to do anything.' This, Clemens 
avers, was the cause of the break be- 
tween Washington and Burr."
